THE GAS LOAN BILL.

Ix the debate on the (3as Loan bill at the last
mesting of Common Conneil, the broad doc-
trine was laid down that “‘the Suprems Court
kad decided that Counecils have no control
over the Gus Trustees. They ask for monaoy,
and the Counecils have nothing alse to do but
to give it to them,” the penalty of a refusal
to acknowledge this doctrine being a megleoct
to supply rural distriots with gas, Under this
ruling it ia pot so strange, after all, that the
CGas  Ring oontrols the city, nomi-.
nates candidates for office, enriches
its favorites, charges extortionate prices for
ges, swells the municipal debt, and, after
overtaxing individuoal citizens in detail, malkes
annusl levies, ranging from $500,000 to
1,000,000, or even larger sums, upon the
City Treasnry, 8inoe all this is done under
eolor of furnishing ways and means for sup-
plying the city economically and regnlarly with
gas, let us be devoutly thankfal that no similar
maoch nery has yet been put in operation for
supplying anything else; for il a few more
such rings were permitted to fatten on the
publie, the city would become uninhabitable,
The only wonder is that all our grasping poli-
ticians do not make desperate struggles for
entrance iuto the magic circle; but perhaps
the frequency of the gas loans, when rightly
construed, means that it és being rapidly
widened.

Common Council bas been paralyzed by
the doctrine that the citizens and tax-payers
of Philadelphia have no rights whioli the Gas
Trustees are bound to respect; and the only
hope left for effcetive resistance to this ex-
traordinary theory of the existing relations
between the soversign people and their usurp-
ing servants rests mow in Select Council.
If they can be made willingslaves of thering,
we may expect loan bill to follow loan bill,
gns works to be built up or torn down fur
frivolous and insufficient reasons, unnecessary
expenditures to be multiplied, and the system
of rigid acconntability—without which there
never was and never can be, in popular gov-
ernments, & pure and honest adwministration
—contempluously set aside. Old legends tell
of slaves of the lamp, and the prosaic faots
connected with the Gas Trust indicate a de-
termination to convert the cilizens of Phila-
delphia into subservient subjects of the Gas
Ring. It remaing for Select Conneil to decide
whether such a scheme is to be successful,

THE INDIANS.

Reronrs from Neaw Mexico and Arvizona give
distressing accounts of Indian ontrages, and
it is said that the conduot of the savages indi-
cates a determination on their part to utterly
annihilate the whites. The Indians in the
section referred to have always been con-
pidered the most bloodthiraty and lsast
tractable of any upon the continent, and it
they have actually determined upon a grand
summer campaign against the whites, harrow.
ing scenes of blood will be enacted betwesn
now and next winter which will certainly
not make the philanthropic labors of those
who desire to eivilize the red men more easy
than they have been. The military assist-
ance demanded by the people of Naw Mexico
should be gravted, and the present force
of United States troops in those Territories
largely inoreased, 8o that the savages may at
least be held in check and taught that they
cannot murder with impunity., While the
efforts of the Christian people who are labor-
ing for the welfare of the Indians are worthy
of every encouragement, no false notions of
philanthropy should be allowed to interfere
with the prompt and severe punishment of
the savages if they persist in amusing them-
selves by murdering and ountraging the whites
upon the Western plains; and it is better that
the whole aboriginal race should be annihi-
lated than that the progress of eiviliza-
tion #should be impeded in erder that
they may be permitted to use the toma-
hawk and calping-knife at pleasare,
It is gratifying to see, however, that
those who have interested themselves in the
Indians are, in spite of the many difficulties
against which they are obliged to ocontend,
endeavoring resolutely to achieve as great re-
sults as are possible. The entrusting of the
purchase of Indian goods to the Executive
Committee of the Indian Commission, instead
of leaving the matter entirely in the hands of
Commissioner Parker, was au important move
in the right direction, for which Congress is
entitled to oredit. The committee appointed
by the President, which consists of Messrs,
George Ii. Stuart, of Philadelphia; John V.,
Farwell, of Chicago; Robert Campbell, of St.
Louis; and Willisme E. Dodge, of New York,
met yesterday in New York to open bids; and
the reswtt of their appointment, and the assn-
rance of honest dealing held out by it,
were ' pparent in the reception of bids from
gpeme of the best and most respomsible
bouses in New York, Philadelphia, and other
cities. Many of the houses now offering to
gupply Indien goods have never been able
beretofore to obtain any consideration for
their bids, and have of late declined to sub-
mit any, for the reason that fair aud honora.
ble treatment ¢could not be had from the Ia-
dian ring. The committee is composed of
gentlemen of unimpeachable character, and
as one of the principal sources of trouble
with the saveges has been in the swindling
practices of the agents who purohased and
distributed the goods promised by the Gov-
ernment, it is to be hoped that the reform
now being insugurated will result in perma-
nent bengfits to both white and red men,

Tun daily reporia by eable telageams of
dreadful scenes in Paris and of Fronch oonfu.
sion, frightinl na they ara, seem tame when
compared with the detailed desoriptions fur.
nished by mail correspondents. The onoa gay
capital serms to be under the control of men
whose higheat ambition i8 to ro-enmot the
worst horrora of the first Revolution, Order,
law, common sense, and religion are sunb.
varted by a new Reign of Terror. Themost ter-
rible erimes are again perpetrated in the name
of !iberly, and the professed champions of
freedom are gnilty of the most dreadful and
varied mots of tyranny. A body of lanatios
sundderly turped loose ecould not aol more
desperately and illogically, and the only con-
goling feature of the rule of the Commune
must be songht in the fact that its inefi-
cienoy, recklessness, stupidity, and orimi-
nality must necessarly lead to its destenotion.
The amazing part of the situation is the
continued ioability of France and the better
part of Paris to educe orderout of this chaos.
Can it be that the gay oity of oriminal indul-
gence has not yot snfliciently expiated her past
offenses, and that a long list of miseries are
yet rerorved for her? Muat a prolonged
siege, famine, pestilonce, and fratricidal war

OBITUARY.

Joseph W. Scott,

Colonel Joseph W. Scott a distinguished member
ef the New Jersey bar, dled at New Brunswick on
Thursday might. At the time of his death he was
the oldest lawyer In the State, having been leensed
as ap attorney In 1501 and a8 & counsellor in 1504,
He was a prominent member of the Order of Frees
myaous, aud was Grand Master in New Jersey from
1830 to 1534. He was al‘o & member of the Soclety
of the Cinclnnatl, and was president of [t for many
years, Colonel Soott was an eloquent pleader, and
was egpecinlly sucoessful In eriminal cases.

Luclen Moreaun.

Lucien Moreau, an Amerioan oftizen who fell
during the late Franco-Prussian war while fighting
for the French canse, was & descendant of Marahall
Moreau, and was born In Loulsiana sbout 1824, In
1884 hie was a follower of Lopez to his Caban expe-
ditfon, but managed to escape the fete of that ad-
venturer, Ile subsequently part'cipated In the
Nicaragusarald of Walker. During the Rebellion he
foug'it in the ranks of the Louleiann Tigers at Ball
Run, and afterwards became attached to Stonewall
Jackson's command &3 & 8Scout. Afterwards he
wos in J. E. B. Stuart's cavairy, Daring the recent
European war Moreauwas an oficer of franeo: tirewrs,
but whem or how his death ocenrred I8 not known!
